Kxlracifl from a letter of J)r. Living- 
htono, received by Mr. Young, of Kelly, 
on April 20lh, 18G8: 

Country of the Chipcla, Nov. 10, 3 BOG. 

My dear ,— It lias been quite im- 

po&sihlo to wnd a letter coastwise cvor 
mdco.wo left the Kovuma. The Arab 
nlavo tradcra take to tniir heels as good as 
they hear that the Knglith aro oh the 
road. I. am a perfect bugbear to them. 
Eight parties thus skedaddled ; and, lost 
of all, my Johanna men, frightened out of 
their wits' by atones told thein by a mem- 
ber of a ninth party -who had been plun- 
dered of his iriaves, walked off and leu mc 
to face the terrible Mazitu with nine Nas- 
wck boys, Tho fear which the : English 
name has htruck into the muIb oi the 
hlavc traders haw thus Ijcou an inconvce 
iiiencc. I could not go round the north 
cod of the lake for fear that my Johanna 
incn, at. sight of dungcr, would do there 
what they actually did althc'fiouthcrncnd, 
and tho owners of two dhoys now on the 
lako kept them out of sight lest I should 
burn them as rilarcru,*ond I could not 
qross lit the middle. ; Rounding the 
r/juthcrn end, wo got>up Kirk's ltange, 
and among Mangang'a, not yelinado alayc 
Gcllcrs. This wus a great treat ; for, like 
all who have not been contajniualcd by 
that flight, they were very kind j and 
having been worried enough by unwilling 
sepoys and cowardly Johanna meu, I fol-' 
lowed my bent by easy marches among 
friendlyj generous jJeoplo, to whom I tried 
to impart fioino new ideas in return for 
their hospitality. Tho country is elevated, 
and the climate cool. One of the wonders 
told of us in suect-.^ivc villages was that 
wo slept without fires. The boys having 
blapkets did not need fires; while tho in- 
habitants being scantily clad, have their 
huts plastered inside and out, even the 
roofs, to uiako themselves comfortable. 
Our progress since has becu slow, from 
other and less agreeable causes. Some 
parts have been denuded of food by ma- 
rauding Mazitu or Zulu*. We have been 
fain to avoid these, and gone zigzag. Once 
we nearly walked into the hands of a party, 
and several times we have been detained 
by rumours of the enemy in front. 

January, 1807. — I mention several 
.causes of delay, I must mention the rainy 
season as more potent than all, except 
hunger. In passing through the IJabisa 
country we found that food was not to be 
had. The Babisas arc great slave traders, 
and have in consequence but little indus- 
try. This seems to be the chief cause of 
their having no food to spare. The rains, 
\oo, arc more copious than I ever saw 
them anywhere in Africa. • But we shall 
get on in lime. 

February 1. — lam in Ikmba, or Lo- 
bemba} and at the chief man's place, which 
has three stockade:! around it, and a deep, 
dry diteh round the inner one. He seems 
a fine fellow, and gave us a cow to slaugh- 
ter on our arrival yesterday. Wc arc 
going to hold a Christmas feast off it to- 
morrow, as I promised the boys a blow- 
out when we came to a place of plenty. 
Wc have had precious hard lines, and I 
would not complain if it had not been 
gnawing hunger for many a day, and our 
bones sticking through as if they would 
burst the skin. When wc were in a part 
where game abounded I filled the pot with 
a first-rate rifle given mc by Captain 
1'ra.ser, hut elsewhere wo had but very 
short rations of a species of millet called 
" macro," which passes the stomach almost 
unchanged. The sorest grief of all was 
the loss of the medicine box which your 
friend at Apothecaries' Hall so kindly 
fitted up. All other things I divided 
among the bundles, so that if one or two 
were lost wc should not be rendered desti- 
tute of such' articles ; but this I gave to a 
steady boy, and trusted him. He ex- 
changed for a march with two volunteers, 
who behaved remarkably well, till at last 
i hungry marches through dripping forests, 
cold hungry nights, and fatiguing days 
overcamo their virtue, and they made off 
with "Steady's" load— all his clothes, our 
plates, dishes, much of our powder, and 
two guns, and it was impossible to trace 
them after the first drenching eliower, 
which fell immediately alter they left us. 
Tho forests aro so den so and leafy one 
cannot see fifty yards on any side This 
loss, with all our medicine, fell on my 
heart like a sentence of death by fever, as 
was the case with poor Hishop Mackenzie ; 
but I shall try native remedies, and trust

I liavo become very tlun : thought 
I- was in before, but now if you weighed 
mc you might calculate very easily how 
much you might get fur the bones only j 
but I tako on flesh easily, nnd wc got a 
cow yesterday, and I am to get milk to- 
morrow, and will wait a little with the 
chief Chitapangwa — a good fellow so far 
as wc jtfivc seen him. I am on the water- 
shed, I think -at least about -1,500 feci 
above tho sea. Wc crossed one range 
C,G00 feet, ajid near a spot where, I grieve 
to write it, joor poodle "Chitanc" was 
drowned. \\c bad to cross a march a 
mile wide, aiid waist deep — bottom, soil 
peaty stuff, in which one did well enough, 
but deep holes mado by buffaloes* feet 
caused us to flouiider. I went over first, 
and I forgot togiveordcrsaboulthc dog — 
all were too much engaged in keeping his 
balance to notice that he swam among 
them (ill lie died.. Ho had mora spunk 
Ihnn 100 country 'dogs — look charge of 
the whole line or march, ran to sec the 
first in the line, then back to the last, and 
barked to haul him up; then when'he 
knew what; but I occupied, would not let 
n country cur come )(\' sight "of it, and 
never stole himself. » Ho was becoming 
yellowish red like the country dogs; aha 
no shared the starving with mc. Wo 
have not had any difficulties with the 
people. Mado many friends-^imparted 
a little knowledge sometimes, and raisod a 
protest against slavery very widely.; Some 
will remember what was said, and, at all 
events, a beginnipg* was uiadc Some 
black slaves from, the coast were fouud 
hero — their fittfe visit — but they go off 
to-morrow \ and I try the experiment of 
sending letters, a few half-ready ones. I 
hope they may reach you. The raius hold 
us back, but we hope to be at our second 
supply of goods, at yanganyiky, by May. 
Not a line has come to me from the coast, 
ftolam as ill off. for news of you as you 
may be of inc. I have but nine African 
boys with inc. The Johanna men ran 
hack in sheer horror of the Mazitu or 
Zulus. In fact they did that at the south 
end of the lake which I feared would occur 
at the north end ; but we have fewer 
mouths to fill, and when wc arc in a game 
country I generally secure a beast. 

yhitapangwa's A'illngc, Bombs, Eeb. 
2, 18G7. — We have been a long time in 
working north to this, which is probably 
tho water-shed the geographers seek. Wc 
arc some •1,500 feet above the sea, nnd the 
river tSimapula lic3 in front of us. This 
is said to be very large and runs into 
Lake Tanganyika, where wc hope to be by 
May next. I have the anticipation of 
letters there and a fresh stock of goods. 
The Arab3 all fled from me as if I had 
the plague, and I could send nothing to 
the coast. Wc had to go a long way 
round about besides, partly to prevent my 
Johanna men from running away at sight 
of danger, and partly because the Arabs 
wcro afraid that I would burn their ves- 
sels on Lake Myassa as slavers. The Jo- 
hanna men did at last bolt at the mere 
report of danger in front, and I went on 
and faced -it with but nine Africans, six 
of whom arc boys from a school at Bom- 
bay for the re-captured. The Johanna 
men were such a lot of thieves that it was 
a relief to get rid of them. Wc have 
since worked our way north, till wc arc 
in a part blank on the maps. Wc got 
enough of meat in the lower lands by the 
rifle, but when wo got up iu the High- 
lands of tho Babosa not an animal could 
be seen. Tho people all scattered by 
their own slaving could sell us nothing. 
They live. chiefly on Mushrooms, and by 
trudging through dripping forests over 
sloppy marshes, the feet almost constantly 
wet, and gnawing hunger within, moat of 
my flesh camo off my hones. Here the 
people have something to sell, so wc get 
on better, and mean to rest awhile and re- 
cruit. This village has thrdo stockades 
round it, the inner one being defended, 
too, by a deep ditch and thorny hedge. 
When wc came I went to be publicly re- 
ceived by the chief Chitapangwa. No 
one could go near him the first time with- 
out a present. Ho sal by a huge hut, and 
a dozen men beat drums and short rattles, 
so as to mako a terrific din. I would not 
sit on the ground so he ordered a big ele- 
phant's tusk to be placed for inc. His 
legs were like milestones from the number 
of rings and little bells on them. After

JJehnorc to a upccial pavillion which had 
boon creeled for the uro of the rh'feof tho 
party, and then . aauutored r.way with 8ir 
William Mspsjng (an eld resident of 
Sydney) to' enjoy a walk about the 
ground;.

Bcarcoly had he finished speaking when 
a rnfin, whoso narne'is how known Vy be 
O'Farrell^ waa obxrved to run quickly 
ac/o;a to vvh'oro Imf^rarf ktandjn^ iodffce 
with a revolver' at thftj'rrncel who imme- 
diately fell forward, Crying ont, * ( Oh, my 
God, I am fehot; rny back is broken." 

Bir William Manning, t^roed hwtily 
round upon heirin^ tho report of tho re- 
volver, and toeing Uiat tho man who had 
just firedhad pointed his weapon towards 
him (Hir William Manning) he stooped to 
get out of thfc line of the fire, and in doin" 
m fell. This time, however, the revolver 
Knapped, and while O'Farrol! was again 
levelling Itin pistol al tho Prince, a gentle- 
man named Vial, who hdd witnessed the 
whole occurrence, ran up and pinioned his 

arms to his body, thus changing tho direc- 
tion of tho wc'ipon, which, however, ex- 
plode!, hitting a Mr. Thorne iri the foot. 
O'l^trrell struggled hard to get free from 
Vial, swearing fiercely and loudly, and in 
the luetic the identity of the combatants 
became a little confuted. When, there- 
fore, the hyrtander?, who had nor/ dis- 
covered that the Prince had been shot, 
rushed in and separated tho men, (hey 
were uncertain which of them was the 
Dfiaassin, and while tho majority of the 
crowd pitched upon the right man, Mr. 
Vial was also seized upon and very severely 
maltreatedi After a while the police suc- 
ceeded in getting hold of O'Parrell. but 
not before he hail been terribly and brut- 
ally beaten. The people called savagely 
out, " Kill him I" " Hang him?" "Lynch 
him I" and fought dcsperatly with the 

Klice to possess themselves again of his 
dy, the poor wretch getting a dozen 
kicks and bloi?3 for every yard ihe police 
progressed down to the wharf. The 
police, however at last succeeded in getting 
to the ■nateJ', and here a last determined 
effort was made by the mob, who had been 
yet further infuriated by a speech which 
was made by one of their number appeal- 
ing to them not to let "the assassin leave 
the ground alive." But the police was 
again victorious, and O'Farrell, bleeding 
and unconscious from the injuries lie had 
received; was conveyed to Sydney and 
lodged in Darlinghurst jail. 

Meanwhile the Prince had been raised 
from the ground and conveyed to his pri- 
vate tent. He was evidently in great pain, 
and once or twice askod the gentlemen 
who were bearing him along to carry him 
more slowly and gently. Although very 
weak from loss of blood he did not become 
Unconscious, and noticing that the people 
crowded round the tent he desired gentle- 
man to insure them that " he was not 
much hurt and would he better presently." 

An examination of his wound, however, 
showed it to be a very serious one, and, 
in deed, it is strange that the bullet, enter- 
ing where it did, an inch or two to the 
right of the spine, about the middle of the 
back, did not produce instant death, or, at 
any rate, more serious results than it has 
done. In describing the sensation he felt 
when the bullet struck him the Prince said 
it seemed to him as if he were lifted from 
the ground. 

The day after the panic Henry James 
O'Farrell was arraigned before a special 
court in the debtor's prison, Darlinghur>t 
Jail, Mr. If. II. Vo-ts presiding as magis- 
trate. Most of the members of the suite 
of the Prince, together with the Governor 
and several of the ministry were present. 

The prisoner, presented a very horrible 
and repulsive appearance. The left side 
of his face was frightfully swollen and the 
right Bide cut and bruised in several places. 
II Lj right eye was black, protruding and 
closed, and his left livid with bruises and 
only partly opened. His nose was consid- 
erably swollen and distorted, and the skin 
down the front of that figure cut open. 
His lips were also swelled. A xqij few 
witnesses were examined, and their evi- 
dence gave the same account of the afTiir 
as that detailed above. The superinten- 
dent of Police testified tint after lie had 
taken into custody the prisoner had said, 
"I've made a mess of it, and all for no 
good, hut it can't be helped now," ad- 
ding subsequently " I am a Fenian ; I've 
done my duly and am not afraid to die; 
and may God save Ireland." It was also 
testified that in addition to tho revolver 
with which he shot at the Prince, and 
which was found on the picnic ground, an- 
other six shooting revolver loaded, was 
found upon him after his capture. The 
weapon which he fired was an American 
revolver, bearing the name of Smith & 
Wesson, Massachusetts. 

After the testimony had been taken tho 
prisoner was told to stand up, and was 
then asked if he had anything to say. He 
replied, without hesitation, " I have noth- 
ing to say hut that Ihe task of executing 
tho Duke was sent out and allotted to me." 
The crown solicitor asked him lo repeat 
what he had just said, and he then added, 
"The task of executing the Princo was 
sent out to mo, but I failed, and am not 
very sorry that I did fail. That is all I 
have to &ay." 

O'Farrell was then formally committed 
lo take his trial before a Epecial court.

As coon ca it bectme generally known 
that O'Farrell had avowed himself a mem- 
ber of the Fenian Brotherhood and 'that 
the attempted assassination o'f the Prince 
was directly traceable to (lie influence of 
that organization, popular indignation look 
a very- decided form. Fenian ism became 
at once the general object of . denunciation, 
and the feeling stfon assumed a definite 
shape. In the Assembly a Bi|l was i&tro- ■ 
duo^d by the Government providing "for 
the hotter security of the cror?n and fcr 
the belter suppression of seditions practices 
and attempt*." This Bill was paeaed 
through three readings and received the 
a55>:-nt of the Upper Hoose and of the 
Governor, all in twenty-four boors—the 
ordinary business of the House being sus- 
pended for the purpose.

The' trial has been exlreme*)y short. 

O'Farrell's counsel nsUA their defence 
wholly on the ground of the jnzanityof 
the prisoner, declining to dispute the bVct 
that O'Far/ell really atteinpUd the life of 
the Prince, or to discuss' the (4011-1*100 
whether the crime poscOS£«d any palliat- 
ing features. In tupport of the theory of 
insanity, his sister and several of hie Bal- 
larat acquaintances were called; but their 
evidence simply proved tbat O'Fantll had 
been a very bard drinker, that he had 
been in a state of delirium tremens en two 
or three occasions, and that' he suffered 
from a form of epilepsy. 

The jury were aboent atant an *hoar> 
and then relumed vritli a verdict or 
"guilty." 

The Judge in passing sentence of dcQtJs, 
addressed tho prisoner as follows: — Uenry 
James O'Farrell, the jury have found you 
guilty under ihe inmrmation which the 
Crown preferred against you— that is, of 
wounding the person of his Royal High- 
ness the Duke of Edinburg, with in ion t 
to murder him, and happily for you in the 
position in which yon arc placed,- you have 
been ably defended by the counsel who ap- 
peared for you. Tho jury have well con- 
sidered the evidence which was adduced 
by the counsel on your behalf, but they 
have felt themselves bound to return a ver- 
dict against you. Except from the evi- 
dence adduced, I know nothing, nor can 
I know anything of your previous life, 
which might suggest to any remarks. I 
can only sec before me a man in health, 
strength and vigor, who deliberately at- 
tempted to take the life of a fond and 
youthful son of our beloved »nd revered 
Queen. Before I proceed presently to 
pass the sentence of the court k-t me be- 
seech you, by every remembrance of what 
ever has been virtuous or good in your f$- 
past life — let me entreat yon by fiDy, tie 
faintest trace of true religion which may 
dow be in your heart — to reflect upon the 
wide amonnl of sorrow and suffering which 
your cruel hand would have caused if yoar 
murderous design bad been successful. 
Consider what unutterable horror and 
shame would havo fallen upon Ibis colony 
if the providential care of- Almighty God 

had not defeated yonr attempt. w Contem- 
plate tho awful grief and anguish of l"ic 
Queen if one of her beloved and inDC<ent 
children (innocen t even of any evil thought 
against you or any other human being) 
had been thus torn by your ruthlcra.band 
from her widowed heart. Let me implore 
you to employ the short time of yonr re- 
maining life in such reflections as -I havo 
suggested, and especially in subduing that 
callous insensibility of heart which must 
have originally led' you to your crime. 
Although happily your murderous in- 
tent was not accomplished, I hold out lo 
you not the least hope of remission of tho 
sentence of death. For not only am I un- 
able to discover any, even the slightcsr, 
circumstance upon which I could recom- 
mend any such remission, but it must also 
be manifest to the whole world that all 
men like you, whose evil hearts may now 
be harbouring and nursing similar mur- 
derous intentions and similar traitorous 
designs, should be taught by your sad 
fate how swift, unerring and stern is tto 
punishment which all civilitcd ualions 
must infiiot upon such a terrible crime a3 
yojirs. Let me again exhort you to inakc/f < 
the best use of tho short time that may 
remain to you in life, aud at once apply 
to those ministers of religion who may 
willingly assist you iu- your sorrowful 
meditations. It only remains for mo now 
to pronounce tho sentence of the law for 
tho crimo of which you have been con- 
victed. 

The prisoner, while the JuJgo was ad- 
dressing him, listened with perfect calm- 
ness, trie only perceptible signs of emotion 
being the palor of his face and now and 
then a slight tremulous quiver of the mus- 
ejea of tho lower part of tho faoc.

Why fhould.not all our strccta, except a 

few great thoroughfares of business, bo 

tlius adorned ? la it not strango that the 

mass of peoplo in our cities and largo 

towns should do bo indifferent to this cheap 

andsimplo, but inimilablo mode of.ctnr 

belliehing their slrceta ? The beauty of 

those portions of our highways which are 

skirted with. far-stretching rows of stately 

and umbrageous. oaks or elms is often ao- 

knowlcd by those who. enjoy tho .grateful 

shelter afforded hy their crunches from a 

broiling sun.' ■' Only tUbsoSvholmYb panted 
along Bomo parcheSand'daety etfcctfl at 

noonday, when Sol was jv^uing dovvn his 
rays in their utmost intensity, can fully 
appreciate tho relief with which one turns 
into a cool andehaded thoroughfare where 
the green trees, with singing birds in their 
branches/ rustle overhead. Why should 
wc not have continuous rows of such trees 
planted along the roadside of every farm ? 
Why Bhould not every village form its Irco- 
planting association, aud lino its streets 
with the beautiful trees that skirt tho 
model avenues of New England towns, 
where tho present generation Is enjoying 
tho results of the good taste and toils of 
their forefathers ? Would that all would 
take to themselves the pitfy advice of the 
Laird of Dumbacdikc on his death bed, to 
his son : " Jock, when yc hac nothiug else 
to do, yc may be aye sticking in. a tree — 
it will bo growing, Jock, when ye're sleep- 
ing." Trees cost but Jitllo compared with 
the cubanccd beauty and value they give 
to a house-lot; plant them to-day, and 
almost before you arc aware, they become 
a crown of glory, protecting " tho foot- 
passenger from (he scorching sunbeama, 
and giving relief to hU eyes, wearied with 
gazing on the everlasting monotony of red 
hot bricks — bricks — bricks. "There is 
no person who is each a Goth or Vandal 
in taste as not to appreciate tho beauty of 
shado trees. Pleasant arc they in spring, 
when their buds are bursting out into 
leaves and flowers j pleasant in summer, 
when they aro converted into rolling bil- 
lows of verdure by tho southern breezes; 
pleasant, too in autumn, when the foliage, 
like (he flying dolphin, puts on the richest 
and varying colours, changing to a Ihou- 
tand splendid hues 1 The most beautiful 
cities in thc\ Union aro confessedly those 
that have tho most shade trees. • What is 
it that gives such a charm and attraction 
to New Haven, rendering it one of the 
most delightful cities in America? Not 
the regularity of its streets, nor the ele- 
gance of its buildings — for tho latter are 
common-looking— but tho number and 
magnificence of its elms, shading the 
fetrceU on each eido, and forming at times, 
with their interlocking branches, complete 
arches and canopies of verdure for miles. 
And what but its vcncrablo oaks aud elms 
form tho glory of Boston Common ? We 
repeat, then, let us plant trces ; New 
York excepted, we havo no gigantic parks 
in our largo cities; but wo could plant 
trees in every city, and !>y,GO doing coun- 
teract, in a way even more effoctivo, the 
insalubrity occasioned by tho presence of 
i so much animal Jife without its natural 
antidote of vegetable life.
